Neither East nor West, lacing each other 
in Europe, makes menacing moves, Only 
"the Red Chinese, always more militant than 
their Soviet partners, flex Ihclr muscles over 
Formosa. 

Though It is not likely to be quickly for- 
gotten, the U-2 incident already, has acquir- 
ed » "dated" look, Mr. Elsenhower has i^- 
newed his "open skies" offer to the Soviet 
Union, and said again he will propose that 
the United Nations establish and operate 
fluch a survelllonce system: 

Our successful launching of the Midas 
reconnaissance satellite foreshadows the 
early obsolescence ot the hlgh'tiylng U-2, 
even though Mldos Is admittedly still ex. 
perlmental. •cr—n 

The Russians are talkliJg much tougher 
than before the summit. But they are not 
yet acting tougher. Wc li\ our turn. thouQh 
smortlns and stunned by the summit de- 
bacle, are not drtiwlng up In rigid posture. 
All this must be put down as hopeful! 
The (allure at the summit was a cold 
shock to hopes for an easing of tensions. 
To .what extent those hopes had been falsely 
Btlrrcd by Russia's talk ot "peaceful co- 
existence" Is a subject that may -be long 
debated. But their collapse did not and does 
not mean \hat war is imminent or likely, 

The situation today Is not a cheerful 
pKMpert, Yet neither Is it as grave ns some 
■would have It. 

' Tlio United States and Russia still plod 
VloQgsido ono another In stalemate.. Some 
ahudder as the? call. this the "balance of 
terror." Our best hope, however. Is that 
leaders In both natfons recognize that "ter- 
ror" Is the key word In that equation, 

Tlie terror of nuclear war is universal. 
And not even the remotest comer ot the 
Kremlltx Is sealed ngainst It 



OUR SELFISH AGE , 
Americans read with shock the story of 
tlie collapsing grandstand which killed two 
and Injured scores at the Indlah'apoUs 
Gpe«dway. But that was not the real horror, 
. TtiB horror was that hundreds could, sit 
within 10. to so feet of the tragedy and dis- 
play brutal, callous, unbelievable Indiffer- 
ence to It. 

They could look upon a toppled stand 
with dozens caught In a tangle of metal and 
bodies. They could hear moans and screams. 
. Did they rush in force to help the dying 
ond the injured? They did not, A lew dug 
into the wreckage to help extricate the vic- 
tims. The rest somehow shut their ears and 
closed their eyes. They went on casually 
drinking beer and munching fried chicken. 

They had come to see an automobile race, 
and they did not Intend to allow the sound 
of- human distress— however close— to dls- 
tractthem. 

Often we 2icar It said that, no matter how 
Indifferent people may be to the difficulties

by. This accident was at the spectators' very 
. lect— and they merely looked away. 

Their terrible unconcern for' hiimans in 
trouble is a staggering commentary, oh the 
seltlsh..age ot case and comfort,

The retirement of Leonard Ftota tVedncMfaj' /nun 
the Idaho Stale ]Ilgt)way Board should not pa«s 
without publlo notice In his home. city ot Lewtatou 
r in the ataie he has served so well. . 
Ploan hod served on the board since ita organln- 
tlon In' lost. Ho thus has had a ma]or voice in the 
formulation ot highway policies which have been 
itly superior to the slate's approach to hlghirajr 
problems In the prc-commlsslon era. 

In theory, tliero are sttong arguments against the 
direction of ma]or functions ot state government by 
cominisalons and boards. The governors -ol most 
atat«9. Including .Idaho, undoubtedly need more 
thority than they have to direct and control state 
affairs It they are lo be held responsible, by the 
voters for the results of govemment acUon. Loreely 
Independent pollcy-fonnlng boards like the state 
highway commission undeniably tend to deprive a 
governor of auUiorlty ha needi to match the re- 
sponsibility he assumes. 

In practice, perhijis the stronBest testimony that 
can be given to the Idaho hlghway^ard is that Its 
policies have been lound enouEh to overshadow the 
theoretical disadvantanes orcommlnion government. 
,ThB board has moved steadily and consistently to 
keep Idbho highway matters out et jwlitfcs and In 
the main channel ot modem highway development.- 
Thls has been no tow task, Uit board has 'been 
under ccnatont criticism In many quarter! for "arbi- 
trary" or even -dletaiorlaV attitudes and actions.
